WASHINGTON (AP) — House 
Republicans, joined by conserv­ 
ative Southern Democrats and a 
sprinkling of antiwar liberals, 
dealt President Johnson a sur­ 
prise defeat in rejecting his bid 
to raise the national debt ceiling 
$29 billion.

The U.N. Security Council 
met in New York and passed a 
second 
cease-fire 
resolution, 
calling for a halt in fighting by 4 
p.m. EDT Wednesday, israel 
announced its willingness to 
stop fighting if the Arabs also 
stopped. Late Wednesday night 
Israeli Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban 
notified 
the 
Security 
Council that a truce with Jordan 
had taken effect at the deadline 
set by the council. 
But Jordan was the only Arab 
belligerent to break ranks. A 
senior 
Egyptian 
government 
spokesman in Cairo declared: 
“Egypt will fight on.” Algiers 
Radio, ignoring Jordan’s action, 
said all the Arab countries in­ 
volved in the fight had refused 
to accept the cease-fire and still 
had faith in victory. Iraq also 
rejected the U.N. truce call. 
After announcing Wednesday 
that its forces in Sinai had fall­ 
en back to their second line of 
defense, the Arab High Com­ 
mand claimed today that its 
planes had wiped out an Israeli 
armored unit advancing on a 
coastal road behind El Arish 
and resistance inside El Arish 
was continuing. El Arish, only 
30 miles inside Sinai from Isr­ 
ael, fell to the Israelis on Mon­ 
day, and the Israeli drive since 
has been reported far west of it. 
The mood in Cairo was one of 
sullen despondency alternating 
with optimism at the occasional 
radio claims of local successes 
and the proclamations of de 
fiance.

Hearings End 
On Tax-Sharing 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Several weeks of stormy com- 
mitee hearings ended Wednes­ 
day night as the House Local 
Government Committee recom­ 
mended passage of a worked- 
over bill requiring cities to 
share income tax revenue with 
their taxing suburbs. 
The vote was 10-5 with IO re­ 
quired to send the measure on 
to the floor for a vote by the 
entire House. Big cities which 
fought the m e a s u r e bitterly 
throughout the hearings won a 
last-minute victory. 
They won approval of an 
amendment which sets the form­ 
ula for sharing at 75 per cent 
and 25 per cent as opposed to 
the 65-35 recommended by a sub­ 
committee 
that 
rewrote 
the 
measure. 
Under the bill, cities collect­ 
ing income taxes from non-re­ 
sidents would have to return 25 
per cent of such collections to 
the municipality in which the 
worker lives-provided that mu­ 
nicipality has an income tax. 
The bill also provides that 
an income tax up to 1V6 per 
cent without voter approval. The 
present maximum without voter 
approval is I per cent. 
Cleveland Mayor Ralph Lech­ 
er and members of that city’s 
delegation waged the fight for 
the 75-25 plan which Cleveland 
currently uses. 
When the bill was introduced 
last Februrary by Rep. John A.

The likelihood is that when 
your diabetes was discovered 
only a few months after the loas 
of your son it was purely co­ 
incidental.

Let’s s u p p o s e — strange 
thought — that people in key 
spots throughout the world had 
suddently become amenable to 
reasoned thought. On this ex­ 
tremely unlikely presupposition, 
we might listen in on a number 
of fascinating interior mono­ 
logues: 
B R E Z H N E V (or KOSY- 
gin): 
“Our Soviet policy of 
keeping the capitalist world in 
turmoil and dissension has been 
rather successful to date. Those 
idiotic Americans have gone on 
spending $25 billion a year in 
Vietnam, and g e t t i n g them­ 
selves killed, while not a single 
Russian has lost his life in this 
war for Communism in South­ 
east Asia. Meanwhile, good old 
Gus Hall, who does a fair job 
of running the local party in 
the U.S., is quite satisfied that 
he has the hippies and the draft 
card burners and the campus 
ideologues in his pocket even if 
they don’t know it. But this Mid­ 
dle Eastern trouble which we 
have stirred up by giving Nas­ 
ser all those tanks and MIGS 
could get away from us. 
“Thinking back to the time 
when old Joe, who sometimes 
got too smart for his breeches, 
signed that pact with Adolf Hit­ 
ler, maybe there is a parallel 
in it worth contemplating. Joe 
thought he was monstrously 
clever when he succeeded in 
turning Hitler against the West 
by agreeing to cut up Poland 
with him. But a couple of years 
later we got it in the neck. We 
were saved because the con 
science of the Western World 
was so revolted by Hitler’s ac 
tions, including the slaughter of 
those millions of Jews, that war 
to the death followed against 
the 1,000-year Reich. If Britain 
and America hadn’t hung in 
there, we’d be a rump govern­ 
ment today behind the Urals. 
Well, if we let Nasser extermi­ 
nate Israel this time, where 
would that leave us? The West 
would have its bad conscience 
all over again — and ifs when 
those Christiana have bad con­ 
sciences that you hava to look 
out for them. Maybe we had 
better withdraw a bit an this 
support of Nasser. Could be 
that a conference on the right 


to innocent use of all water­ 
ways—the Kattegat, the Darda­ 
nelles, the Bosporus, the Straits 
of Gibraltar, the Gulf of Aqaba, 
Suez, Panama — would be the 
right pitch for us. Nasser could 
be sweetened with a promise of 
reparations for those Arab ref­ 
ugees from Palestine." 
KING F A I S A L of SAUDI 
ARABIA: 
“Of course we’re 
with Nasser when it comes to 
hating the Israelis. But maybe 
it wasn’t quite bright of us to 
tell the nations of the West that 
they won’t get any of our oil if 
they take Israel’s part in this 
fight. Here we have seven per 
cent of the world’s oil supply 
right here in this hot and sandy 
peninsula of ours, and it brings 
in more than a billion dollars a 
year. There’s Iota of Chryslers 
in it for us, and there’s all 
those schools and social serv­ 
ice for the rabble who might 
want a republican form of gov­ 
ernment if we stopped feeding 
the stuff out to them. If, in our 
pride, we cut ourselves off from 
western markets, Standard Oil 
might not like it. But we’d be 
without cusomers. 
“Would the Soviet Union and 
Red China take our oil? How 
many automobiles have they? 
How many homes in Canton or 
in Kiev have oil-burning fur­ 
naces? Of course, if that Fiat 
factory becomes a reality in 
Soviet Russia, they might need 
more gasoline. But the money 
for those Fiat machine tools is 
in the World Bank, 
w h ich is 


subject to pressure from the 
U.S. and Britain. If I only knew 
enough to come in when it rains 
— pardon the Yankeeism, but 
it seems appropriate — I’d go 
slow in supporting Nasser on 
this anti-Israeli kick. He could 
have my country in economic 
ruins—and how long would I 
last then?" 
MRS. INDIRA GANDHI of 
INDIA: “We wanted to make 
sure that the Suez Canal would 
remain open to us. So we didn’t 
want to antagonize Nasser. But 
the Arabs are Moslems. Just 
like the Pakistanis. How will 
Hindus and Buddhists fare in a 
world that is taken over by 
Moslems in league with Russian 
and Chinese Reds? I wonder 
what my father, the great Neh­ 
ru, would have thought about 
all this? And if Suez were per­ 
manently closed by war to 
Yankee ships, how about that 
wheat? How would it get here 
in time to keep Indians from 
starving? Maybe I had better 
get myself a new policy." 
PRESIDENT JOHNSON: “We 
gave our promise to Israel that 
the Gulf of Aqaba would 
be 
kept open. My Democratic Par­ 
ty can’t win without such key 
states such as New York. Can^t 
lose the future in New York to 
Bobby Kennedy, can I? And, 
anyway, I’m a man of my 
word, even though I’m stock 
with it in Vietnam. Guess my 
destiny is set. Heaven help me 
if Harold Wilson doesn’t stay 
with me."

THE PATIO 
The shady outdoor living room under the lot foot red oaks in the Victor 
Ries Garden is a great place to loaf. Curiously e nough there’s time to loaf too for this famous 
gardener who knows how to sidestep maintenance problems. While there’s plenty of worts ac­ 
complished in this garden the visitor never feel s that chores here are burdensome. 


What Mecca is to the Moham­ 
medans the Victor Ries garden 
(1241 Lincoln Drive, Columbus) 
is to garden writers. At long 
last the Circleville Herald Gar­ 
den editor made her pilgrimage 
to this charming garden. 
We have noticed that conse­ 
crated Christians never seem to 
be curious or wonder about 
heaven. They have enough faith 
in their Maker to know that 
when they get there it’s going 
to be nice. 
Your garden editor had the 
sam e feeling about the Ries 
garden — no curiosity — just 
the feeling that it would be a 
nice place because its owner 
knew so much. 
Prior to his retirement Victor 
Ries was Extension Professor 
of Horticulture at Ohio State 
University for 30 years. He is 
the daddy to the 900 garden 
clubs in the Ohio Association of 
Garden Clubs boasting a total 
membership of 18,000 mmbers. 


AS A young professor he dis­ 
covered that in Ohio there was 
a need and a snow balling in­ 
terest in gardening and garden 
clubbing so be set about to ful­ 
fill this need. He organised gar­ 
den clubs whenever a group of 
gals got together and asked him 
to set up a constitution. 
Victor Hies conducted about 
the first flower show school in 
the country. It was held on 
campus and Ries divided the 
school into exhibitors and judg­ 
ing groups. 
He taught the gals the funda­ 
mentals of flower arranging but 
he always stressed horticulture. 
And Ohio Association Judges 
are the best judges 
plantwise 
— 
in 
the 
country. 
He 
still 
stresses horticulture and when 
be puts on a judges school plant 
identification is a “ m ust.” This 
means the botanical and Latin 
names. None of this “ Star of 
Persia or Jewel of Tibet” stuff. 
Victor Ries admits he’s just 
about said goodbye to arrang­ 
ing. “ Nowadays if an arranger 
has an old branch, a piece of 
M are’s Tail and a tuna fish can 
she's got it made. And you can 
quote me,” he said. 
Ries writes a Saturday gar­ 
den column rn the Columbus 
Citizen Journal and is the editor 
for die East Central Region in 
the 
“ Gardening This 
Month” 
section of Flower and Garden 
magazine. 
So the garden we visited was 
in reality the work and plan of 
an authority, and a botanist of 
world-wide repute. 
It 
follows 
that the garden would be in­ 
teresting and charming. 
* * • 
THE RIES home won a prize 
in 1909 for Carl Howe, 
archi­ 
tect, as the best planned small 
house in America. The garden 
surrounding the house is 90 by 


Shelby Teegardin, 
Watt 
St. 
gardener, has some sage advice 
of his own to give pruners. Shel­ 
by says, “ Prune any time you 
have the energy. If you wait for 
certain dates when that time 
comes you’ll have other irons 
in the fire and forget the whole 
deal.” 


Evelyn Huffer, Whisler, had 
the most gorgeous peony plant 
of deep rose pink that we ever 
saw.

The garden editor has a won­

SMALL WEED PROBLEM - The only weeds that bother Pro­ 
fessor Ries in his lovely garden are young oak seedlings. 
These he goes after with a vengeance when they arc very 
young. Victor Ries is pictured bere pulling an oak from his 
flowers. Note the drywall of stones where many rare rock* 
plants grow. Professor Ries says that he has a rule about 
palling oak seedlings. After he pulls one he never stops until 
he has gotten rid of 25. 


150 feet. Every inch is put to 
good use. 
There are five red oaks on 
the property all estim ated to 
be between 250 and 300 years 
old. They are very tall and very 
beautiful. One is in the front 
area, the others 
in th 
back. 
And the soil is still not acid. 
G rass at the Ries garden is 
excellent weed-free turf. It takes 
about six minutes to mow the 
front area and eight minutes to 
mow the back area with a push 
mower. 
Surrounding the 
uncluttered 
grass area are evergreens in­ 
cluding an eight foot specimen 
of rhododendron in full bloom. 
The leather leafed viburnum, in 
fact all the shrubs and ever­ 
greens, were underplanted with 
myriads of Lenten and Christ­ 
mas roses—no longer in bloom 
but invaluable here 
for 
their 
lovely foliage. 
Forgetmenot (Anchusa) with 
its big heartshaped l e a v e s 
comes up here and there under 
the shrubs too. A bench has 
been placed in the corner of 
the front area under a tower­ 
ing red oak just in case one 
wishes to linger. 
Some rather fine roses provid­ 
ed color in this area but Victor 
Ries raises these only as a 
“ tester” and not because he’s 
rose crazy. 


A 
brick 
path 
in 
back 
is 
edged with a delightful dwarf 
boxwood all raised from one 
plant which is now 30 years old 
and still only IO Inches high. In­ 
cidentally Victor Ries has some 
60 varieties ai boxwood in his 
cold fram es and many varieties 
of boxwood in his background 
planting. 
A patio of flat stones provides 
an outdoor livingroom 
in the 
shade of two giant red oaks. 
The stones were once used for 
paths. Now brick paths are the 
order of the day and the stones 
form the patio. 
Although this is a city garden 
there is the feel that the garden 
is a hide-away far from town 
Stones are used to build dry­ 
walls too and the drywalls give 
Victor Ries fine places for tuck 
•ing away his vast collection of 
rock garden plants. 
Eventually one of the paths 
leads around to the compost 
heap 
and 
the 
cold 
fram es. 
There are several cold fram es. 
Victor Ries raises all plant m a­ 
terial from seed or cuttings. A 
feat indeed because the 
Ries 
garden contains 78 plant fam i­ 
lies, 200 genera and from 1500 
to 2000 species arui varieties. 
Visitors are quite unaware of 
the

pulls up when very small. 
In 
the first place the planting is 
thick. There is scarcely room 
for weeds. In the second place 
no barnyard manure ever finds 
a resting place here. 
Instead 
this wise 
gardener gives his 
beds five bales of peatmoss 
each year plus two cubic yards 
of compost, plus 200 pounds of 
comm ercial fertilizer. The soil 
of course is light and friable. 
Sum mer fertilizer has a 20-20- 
20 formula and is a p p l i e d 
through a sprinkler. We judged 
although we did not ask if dif­ 
ferent formulas were used at 
different seasons. 


The entire garden is treated 


with Chlordane for grabs and 
earthworms.

A %% ell kept landscape can 
add considerable monetary and 
a st detie lalue to your proper­ 
ty. 
Maintenance pruning of your 
shrubs can be a chore but with 
a little knowledge, a few tools, 
and some elbow grease, the re­ 
sults will be well worth your 
time and effort. 
Shrubs in this area may be 
classified as being deciduous, 
evergreen, or semi-evergreen, 
and may be used for a variety 
of purposes. The habit of growth 
and the use of the plant howev­ 
er, will determine the time and 
style of pruning. Shrubs 
are 
chosen mainly for foliage color 
and texture, flower and fruit. 
Plants grown for foliage chac- 
teristics can be pruned almost 
anytime but should be pruned 
during 
the 
dormant 
season. 
Pruning can be most detrimen­ 
tal if new growth is removed in 
the spring. This is because the 
plant may have used it’s re­ 
serve energy supply during the 
winter and if the new growth is 
removed before the supply can 
be replenished the plant may be 
dwarfed or die. lf you prune 
late in the summer, new shoots 
will grow which will not be 
hardy enough to stand winter 
temperatures.• • • 
PLANTS grown for flower or 
fruit effect should be pruned 
according to the flower bud ini­ 
tiation time. If the plant pro­ 
duces buds and flowers the 
same season, you should prune 
it in late winter or early spring. 
lf the plant produces buds one 
season and flowers in the next 
season, you should prune it soon 
after the flowers bloom. 


In pruning evergreen shrubs 
such as Arborvitae, Taxus, or 
Junipers, shearing is the usual 
practice. Although formal shear­ 
ing is often done, semi-formal 
shearing is more interesting. 
This is done by maintaining the 
natural shape of the plant by 
cutting off protruding growth 
with hand pruners. 
In pruning broadleaved ever­ 
greens 
or 
diciduous 
shrubs 
hand 
pruners 
are 
generally 
used. Follow the priming rules 
below. More care must be tak­ 
en when pruning this type of 
shrub. Be sure not to leave any 
stubs. This can be prevented by 
always pruning back to a later­ 
al bud or branch. As with ever­ 
greens pruning is most attrac­ 
tive when the natural form is 
maintained. 
In pruning shrubs don’t just 
trim back the top thin out the 
plant by cutting out the older 
branches. It is better to prune 
lightly several times rather than 
one heavy p r u n i n g . 
Some 
shrubs such as Forsythia Mock- 
orange Deutzia and Spirea can 
be cut back to the ground when 
it is necessary to rejuvenate 
old plantings.
